DIFFERENT 


For a syndrome that many in the psychiatric community don’t believe exists, the split personality 
(technically called dissociative identity disorder) sure gets a lot of play in movies. And for good reason. 

Whether depicting a real-life case (The Three Faces of Eve), providing a twist ending (Fight Club) or 
used for humorous effect (Me, Myself'and Irene), being able to split a character into two — or three, 
or four, or 13 — separate facets makes a screenwriter’s narrative possibilities virtually endless. 

Then you’ve got your chemically induced alter egos (Jekyll and Hyde), your superheroes with 
double identities (Superman, Hulk) and, while we’re at it, let’s throw in your alternate versions of the 
same character living in different timelines (Sliding Doors). For God’s sake, even Frosted Mini-Wheats 
co-opted the split personality for a campaign featuring a nugget of breakfast cereal that’s sweet and 
frosted on one side, wholesome and healthy on the other. 

So where does Youth in Revolt fit into these films with buy-one-get-one-free protagonists? 

The film follows nebbish teen Nick Twisp (Michael Cera) who’s so desperate to lose his virginity 
that he creates an alter ego named Francois Dillinger, a suave French rebel who is “contemptuous of 
authority and irresistible to women.” Since Nick consciously creates Francois, he’s not suffering from 
classic dissociative identity disorder. And yet Nick’s not entirely in control of his other half, which 
means there’s some sort of psychogenic discord at work. 

More importantly, perhaps, Francois Dillinger gives audiences something they’ve longed to see 
from Cera since they first spied him on TV’s Arrested Development: a little range. (Or, you could say, an 
alternate personality.) Without Francois Dillinger, after all, Nick Twisp is just another version of 
Arrested Development’s self-conscious George Michael Bluth, Superbad’s ill-at-ease Evan, Juno’s 
uncomfortable Paulie Bleeker, Year One’s tongue-tied Oh — all sweet, harmless, and ultimately 
awkward teens who, from what we gather, bear a striking resemblance to the actor himself. See for 
yourself in “The Art of Awkward,” page 34. 

Although he’s appeared in plenty of action pics of late, I can’t remember the last time we saw 
Denzel Washington in as kick-ass a role as the one he has in the post-apocalyptic thriller The Book of Eli. 
Turn to “Book Keeper,” page 26, to see how the 56-year-old actor prepared his body to save the world. 

Brendan Fraser doesn’t want to save the world in his new pic, Extraordinary Measures. He just 
wants to save his two kids, who are suffering from a seemingly fatal disease. In “A Different Kind of 
Action Hero,” page 22, Fraser fills you in on the true story that inspired the film. 

And in “The Father of Evolution,” page 30, Paul Bettany and Jennifer Connelly talk about why 
their Charles Darwin movie, Creation, has less to do with science than it has to do with marriage and 
family. That domestic angle may seem like an odd choice for a film about Darwin, but at least it was 
something to which the actors — who are married to each other — could relate.

posters and early videos.

Born August 25, 1958, 
Burton was raised in 
sunny Burbank, 
California, where he felt 
isolated, and where he 
realized even ‘the word 
normal scared me.” Early 
pieces in the show range 
from childhood drawings 
and school projects to five 
early Super 8 mm films he 
shot with neighbourhood 
kids starting when he was 
just 14 years old. Even 
then, his fascination with 
horror movies and gothic 
images came through. 

There are also 
drawings, posters and 
Cartoons from his days as 
a Student at the California 
Institute of the Arts and 
his time working as an

animator at Walt Disney 
Studios. At 24 Burton 
made the critically 
acclaimed short film 
Vincent, which set him on 
his chosen path as 
director of such hits as 
Beetlejuice, Edward

Chocolate Factory. 
Not content to just 
write and direct, Burton 
took to working closely 
with his films’ special 
effects, costume and 
puppet masters to create 
outlandish and 
imaginative props that 
became his visual 
trademark.

The impor- 
tant thing is that you get the point across, and it’s necessary to do 
an amalgamation of a character, otherwise you are just doing an 
impression or something like that. The character Harrison plays is a 
compilation of several different scientists.” 


You’ve spoken of your admiration for Harrison Ford. I read 
that you went to see Indiana Jones in Leicester Square in London 
six times when you were a kid. 

“That was Star Wars. I went to see Indiana Jones somewhere else, 
like 19 times. Even my five-year-old is an aficionado.”

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Which one made more of an impression: 
Star Wars or Indiana Jones? 

“I guess I would have to say Star Wars and Han Solo, because that 
was the picture that came out first, that was the one that inspired gen- 
erations of kids. That character, Han Solo, planted a seed in me, whether 
I knew it or not — and I did not — that hey, I want to do that too. I 
want to be able to tell a story that way even though it was just intan- 
gible, it was just impossible to think as a child that I could do that.” 
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What’s it like to play against Harrison the actor? 

“Thrilling. Thrilling. He plays a grouchy curmudgeon, that’s the 
character, but that’s not the guy I met, he’s one of the nicest people 
I’ve met. I feel as if I’ve professionally earned another acting stripe.” 


You can add him to your list of co-stars that includes 
Michael Caine and Ian McKellen. 

“Yeah, these are actor’s actors and they definitely influenced me. 
And that was a motivating factor with Harrison, why I wanted to do 
[the movie], because my 41st birthday is in December and I’m less 
and less interested in ‘Gee, I gotta make it, I gotta gotta,’ like I was in

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my 20s. I survived those bumpy years when your brain is wiring 
itself neurologically to ‘Who am I going to be?’ ‘What am I going to 
do with my life?’ I have to remember the fundamentals of why I 
chose to do this, and who I want to work with.” 


You’ve also talked about fear, and needing to be a little afraid 
each and every time out. 

“You need to be. ‘Go towards the fear,’ we were told when I 
trained — and it sounds slightly absurd when you say it out loud — 
but that should be applied to an actor’s career, creatively speaking. 
Those aren’t unwise words with which to comport yourself.” 


I’ve seen some of your photographs, they’re wonderful. Are 
you keeping up with your photography? 

“Iam hanging onto my 35 mm like an M6 — you’ll have to pry it 
from my cold, dead knuckles. But the reality is that now everything is 
digital...it’s the difference between taking one shot and getting it, and 
taking many of them, sort of spraying shots, and hoping that there’s 
something there. Photography, in my humble view, is becoming a lost 
art. I’ve been to photo shoots with prominent photographers who

the end of the world as we know it 
and Denzel Washington wishes he felt 
fine. Problem is, journalists and fanboys 
keep asking him how his futuristic 
thriller The Book of Eli is different from 
all the other times Hollywood has obliterated civilization and plunged 
the survivors into big-screen chaos. 

Particularly, the 56-year-old Oscar winner bristles at the label 
“post-apocalyptic western.” 

“I don’t know if that’s what we are,” he says at last summer’s 
Comic-Con, Hollywood’s annual convergence of geek-centric films, 
TV series, videogames and comic books. 
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In just the past year, terra firma has been decimated in Roland 
Emmerich’s special-effects monstrosity 2012 (in which every disaster 
that can befall a historic landmark does), in Nicolas Cage’s Knowing 
(in which a solar flare incinerates the planet) and in the grim The Road 
(in which Viggo Mortensen and his son make a perilous journey after 
an unspecified catastrophe has unthreaded society). No wonder 
Washington would like to avoid comparisons. Still, he probably 
doesn’t have to worry that the genre has exhausted its appeal. At the 
moment, anyway, filmgoers can’t seem to get enough of doomsday 
scenarios and their aftermaths. 

“It feels very present,” says Gary Oldman, Washington’s nemesis 
in the movie. “You walk around feeling like it could happen. Since we 


made this movie Korea is shooting missiles in the air. We’re in a very 
strange time.” 

In The Book of Eli, Washington’s mysterious drifter crosses a bleak 
wasteland three decades after our world has been reduced to rubble. 
“There is a book and there’s a mission my character’s on — to take 
this book across the country,” he explains. “Gary’s character is alsoa 
man who wants to use this book to influence and control the world. 
So these two men collide.” 

For Washington, the movie marks a relatively rare foray into the 
testosterone-fuelled futuristic action genre. Although he’s headlined 
such contemporary thrillers as Man on Fire and The Taking of Pelham 123, 
those films were as propelled by drama and character as physical

conflict. But the challenge of The Book of Eli was one he relished. 

“That’s the adventure — to be able to step into other people’s 
shoes and in this case work with some really brilliant martial 
artists,” says Washington. “Just to be able for six or eight months to 
work out with them and learn from them.” 

Still, there’s only so much fun to be had when you’re confronted 
with extinction — or researching it. Although what happened to 
humanity in The Book of Eli is being kept under wraps, its filmmakers 
say they studied a number of potential real-life cataclysms. 

“We got really into it, to really see what the reality was — ifit was 
a nuclear, ifit was one of those 2012 things, ifit was a supervolcano,” 
says Allen Hughes, who directed with his brother, continued > 
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Albert. “Basically, the same thing will happen 30 years after. The 
atmosphere will look a certain way. There’d be a certain colour in the 
sky. There will be a certain decomposition of the landscape.” 

The result, says Washington, is a world in which “people kill now 
for things that they used to throw away.” 

Ifthese themes sound deeper than your average Resident Evil sequel 
— or even Mad Max redux — that’s the idea. 

“We have such a great story here that is not about being post- 
apocalyptic. It is 30 years in the future after an event, but ifyou don’t 
have a good story and great characters, it doesn’t matter what genre 
itis,” Allen says. 

That said, they still took great care to distinguish themselves from 
other films Eli might be categorized with. 

Says Albert, “I purposely avoided reading or even looking at 
The Road. 1 think [that film is] a more serious and dramatic movie than 
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Denzel Washington's Eli surveys the barren landscape in The Book of Eli. Inset: Washington shows off his samurai sword-wielding skills 
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[ours].... It’s a very different movie, as far as the acting is concerned.” 

And, as they point out, it’s not the first time the brothers have 
tackled material seemingly strip-mined by overuse. “The last movie 
we did was about Jack the Ripper,” Albert notes, referring to 2001’s 
Johnny Depp, Victorian-era psychological thriller From Hell. 

Likewise, they approached Eli by “flipping the clichés a bit,” he 
continues. “One thing is trying to set it aside visually from the other 
movies that are out there, and finding colours that work. You say, 
‘Okay, that doesn’t look like,’ — let’s say — ‘The Road or Mad Max. If 
Mad Max or The Road had that colour, let’s do that [other colour].’ It’s 
as simple as that sometimes.” 

Furthermore, Albert notes “the tip of the hat” they made to classic 
westerns of the past. “We’re greatly influenced by [director] Sergio 
Leone and the simplicity of his filmmaking, but also the starkness of 
his imagery. Studios are scared of westerns so they’re like, ‘Don’t say 
that.’ But at the same time, some of the influences of the Eli character 
come from The Man With No Name.” 

Says Allen, “That’s why the western comes up because when you 
take it back to more primitive times, true characters start to show 
through.... It’s a hotbed for drama.”

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As for what took the Hughes brothers so long to make another 
project following From Hell, they say there was no single reason for 
the hiatus. Says Allen, “We shot a lot of ads, we’ve been working a 
lot, but it’s really tough to find something that’s important to you 
and important to [the studios] at the same time.” 

“It’s a battle to get any movie made,” Albert says. “Then once it’s 
up and running you’ve still got more battles to take care of, but 
Denzel really helped us with that.” ἢ

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From the wreckage, grime 

and blood of The Book of Eli’s 
post-apocalyptic landscape 
emerges a beautiful thing: 
Mila Kunis, dirty and out to do 
some damage, but still a relief 
to look at in such a cinematic 
wasteland. 

“My character in Book of Eli 
is pretty awesome, | have to 
say,” Kunis, 26, brags. She 
plays Solara, a tavern girl 
who joins the film’s title 
supersoldier in protecting a 
sacred text that could redeem 
the fallen world. 

“She starts out very young, 
very naive, very sheltered — 
but also very hungry to learn 
about life. She gets inspired by 
Denzel Washington's character 
and goes on this journey with 
him. Throughout the film, 
which takes place over four or 
five days, she grows up so fast 
and almost becomes a woman 
and takes over. She was a 
beautiful, beautiful part.” 

A beautiful part that also 
involves making mayhem, 
much to the Ukraine-born 
actor’s delight. 

“| get to flip a car,” Kunis 
chirps. “I get to throw a 
grenade into a convoy of cars 
and explode them.” A self- 
described World of Warcraft 
geek, Kunis has been 
attracted to fight-heavy 


films lately, whether actual 
videogame adaptations such 
as 2008’s Max Payne or 
something that just looks 


like a shooter game, a la Eli. 

But don’t think she’s out 
to replicate the career of 
that other it-came-from-a- 
computer movie Milla 
(Jovovich). Kunis says 
she strives for diversity.

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Paul Bettany had read about Charles Darwin, but it 
was the first one that appealed to him.

that I could really grasp and bring the weight of 
my experience,” says Bettany during an interview 
at a busy hotel lounge in Toronto. He’s here for the 
Toronto International Film Festival, where Creation 
nabbed the Opening Night slot.

Islands. He has finished most of his research and is struggling to 
write that book — On the Origin of Species. It’s a difficult task because he 
knows it will rock Christian society, and his God-fearing wife, Emma. 

And there’s another reason the focus on Darwin’s family was ap- 
pealing. It made the project a good vehicle for Bettany’s first project 
with Connelly since they met on the set of 2001’s A Beautiful Mind. 
Connelly, who’s also in Toronto for the film’s premiere, plays Emma, 
the religious foil to Bettany’s science-minded atheist. 

“We’d wanted to work together for some time, but many things 
seemed inappropriate, and this seemed right to us,” says Connelly, 
sitting a couple of couches away from her husband. “I felt very safe 
at work with him, I felt more at home at work than I’d ever felt 
before.... I do think you get an ease with one another, a comfort, a 
sense of safety and trust.” 

The couple’s children — 12-year-old Kai (Connelly’s son from a 
previous relationship) and six-year-old Stellan — travelled to the U.K. 
set with their parents. “I think sets are fantastic places for children 
— ifthey’re not working,” says Bettany. “They’re really fun places to 
bring your children. Everybody loves them, they’re shown every- 
thing, and there’s their dad — right now I’m making a film about 
vampires, I’m ona cable, flying.” 

There was, however, one painful thing about having the kids on 
set; spending time with them and then having to shoot scenes in 
which Darwin’s daughter Annie is gravely ill. “It’s horrible,” says 
Bettany, his head bowed. “Your job as an actor in that situation is to 
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To believe or not to believe. 
That’s the question posed in 
two Paul Bettany films hitting 
theatres this month. 

In real life, Bettany is an 
atheist. But on screen, you 
can see him as either 
Creation’s disbelieving 
scientist Charles Darwin, or as 
the archangel Michael sent 
from Heaven to save mankind 
in Legion. The latter is a 
supernatural thriller in which 
God decides to do away with 
mankind and start again so 
unleashes a legion of angels 
on Earth to wipe it clean. But 
Michael disagrees, and sets 
out to save mankind by pro- 
tecting a future saviour who 
has yet to be born. —MW 


imagine your child dying, that’s what you have to do, that’s what 
your job is. That’s not a pleasant place to go.” 

Fortunately, such tragedy is not one of the things Bettany and 
Connelly have in common with their characters. But, to some degree, 
their theological beliefs — one of the movie’s central themes, for 
obvious reasons — do mirror those of their on-screen counterparts. 

Like Darwin, Bettany is an atheist. He says he never imagined 
this film could stir up controversy, until he visited the Creation 
Museum in Petersburg, Kentucky. “And I went, ‘Oh. My. Goodness.’ 
There was a plaque on the wall that said, ‘Welcome to the time 
tunnel where you will be taken back to the dawn of creation some 
6,000 years ago.’ It was actually an amazing experience for me 
because there was an absolute impasse that we would never un- 
derstand each other on this issue. There was no getting through to 
these people, and they absolutely felt, ‘There is no saving this boy.’” 

But Connelly, who marked the one-year anniversary of her dad’s 
death while in Toronto, is not so sure about the powers that be and 
the great beyond. “My husband has very strong convictions and 
beliefs and feels very strongly about proclaiming his beliefs, or 
lack thereof,” she says slowly, considering each word. “I find myself 
in a different sort of situation. I, ummm, whileI don’t practice any 
formal religion, I find my beliefs a bit harder to articulate, so I find 
it’s more difficult for me to discuss in this sort of forum.” ἢ
